WORK AMONG: FORLIGNERS. 


Our work isnot confined to those of our 
own nation alane, but: tracts in different 
languages are freely dispensed, and gener- 
ally received with pleasure.. A distributor, 
whose work embraced some Spanish fami- 
lies; felt for a time, some doubts of the 
propriety of calling upon them at all; bat 
en his next visit; not- having any tracts in 
wen language, he found them very much 

isappointed. A French tract is given 
monthly ‘by a distributor to a boy in his 
Sonday-school class, and an old Frenchman’ 
comes regularly to the house where the boy: 
lives, to read it, being .quite disappointed: 
if it fails to come at the regular time. One 
is frequently asked for tracts in the i ssian, 
Tarkish, and Greek languages, etc. I might 
mention ‘in this connection, that I ‘called at 
the house of a Spanish woman, who was. 
quite willing to let, her. children go. to the 
Sabbath-school, they being very anxious to. 
doso. A Spanish gentleman being present, 
and hearing our conversation without under- 
standing it, asked for an interpretation, ‘and’ 
on learning the object of the visit, expressed 
a wish to have his.own cbildrep attend also; 
and if they have been properly looked after.| ’ 
by those to whonr they were reported, they |* 
dre, no‘doubt,,now members .of the’ great 
Sabbath-sehool army.

Our . Hibernian friends generally re- 
fuse the tracts, sometimes: witha positive-. 

ness truly amusing, There,age, however, 

many exceptions, even, among, these, especi- 
ally. the moreintelligent. A distributor of- 
‘fered a tract to an Irish lady, who declined 
to receive it. “Oh,” said distributor, 
“but I have a beautifyl tract this Sime. and 
I’m you'll be pleased with it.” “ Yes,” 
she replied, “that’s,\what's the matter ; you, 
always bave such nicg atories ip your tracts, 
that if a body takes one they are sure fo 
read it, becaase they can’t help it” And 
so.she took one, and I am.sure read it, with 
pleasure if tot, with profit, Boys mpon the 
street will, sometimes take, and read the 
tracts, though they,say they dare not take 
them their parents will tear 

hem ‘up, and perhaps punish them for bring- 
ing them. Sometimes one will act as read- 
er, while a, group of others stand afoved. 
and listen. 

RESULTS. 

Of the. results of our labors we can, 
but little, though. we know tbat with ¢ 
Master’s approval of our work, none of our 
efforts cat bé in vain, and we @o have occa- 
sional evidences that he is with us and bless- 


ing us. One. of our distributors found a. 


German shoemaker, working at his business 
on Sunday. On the first visit he refused 
the tract, and spoke abisively. After some 
tine had gone by, however, the distributor 
celied:again.

the vacation, The number, of students in 
the, University and. Academy during the 
year previous to his ‘arrival, reckoning pre- 
cisely as we did’ in making out our last 
catalogue for the year 1864-5, was from 70 
to 80. There were 50 or 60 in the aca- 
demical department.and 18 in the collegiate. 
We made no catalogue that year, and hence 
I cannot state exactly the namber}; but I 
am gure that it was fot léss than 70. The 
eighteen in the Collegiate department were 
all studyirg some mathematical branch 
above arithmetic, or were in the languages. 
There were sevett or eight in Latin, and 
four in both Greek and Latin. These 18 
were nearly all men in, size, though I and 
sume none were gray-headed. : 

The next sentence in the article is, “ He 
left at the end of four years, one graduated, 
and some in all the college classes, and at 
all stages of preparation for college.” Prof. 
T. had no connexion with the Collegiate 
department till two years ‘after he came 
here, ‘At that time our graduate took his 
degree. He had received no instruction 
from Prof.;T. .as college teacher, and 
hence was not indebted to him in any way 
for his graduation. Prof. T. has sided effi- 
ciently in filling up the. present college 
classes, and in inducing others to eommence 
collegiate studies, This lam happy to say. 

‘The ‘last sentence, “The students in- 
creased if number from 25 to 130,” has been 
corrected in the reference to a preceding 
sentence. This last. sentence should read, 
“ The students increased in number daring. 
bis stay. from 70. or.80.to 130.” Facts as 
they are, and as I have stated them, speak 
well for Prof. Danner, and also do justice 
to othér laborérs here, and to the Institu-

The Gospel to the Poor. 
Eps. Picrric :—The gréat commission 
of our blessed Saviour is, “ Go ye into all 


the world, and preach the Gospel to every 
creature.” In another place he says; Go 


into the streets and’ lanes of the city, and 


bring hither the poor, and the maimed, and 
the halt and the blind.” The ministry of 
Christ. was chiefly, confined to the poor. 
His apostles were called from among the 
poor, despised fishermen of Galilee. 
Christ did not even make an offer of the 
Gospel to the rich and proud Pharisees, 
The Apostles followed the example of their 
Master, and confined their labors chiefly to 
the poor.’ St. James says: “ Hath not God 
chosen the poor of this world, rich in faith, 
and heirs of the kingdom which: he hath 
promised to them: that love him?” Paul 
says: “Not many wise men after the flesh, 
not many mighty, not many noble, are called ; 
but God hath chosen the foolish things of 
the word to confound thé wise; and God 
hath chosen the weak'thitgs of the world 
to confound the things which are mighty ; 
and base things of the world, and things 
whieh are despised, hath God chosen, yea, 
and things which are not, to bring to nought 
things that are; that no flesh should glory 
in his presence.”

of about $600, two-thirds of which sum 
was obtained in San Francisco. We are 
glad to learn, however, that the American 
Congregational Union are ready to render 
assistance to this man of “ faith and works,” 
and ease his burden somewhat. A neat 
cabinet organ has also been procured for 
the church from New York.
